Reference is made to your letter dated 9/28/61 
advising that the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) activi- 
ties in Miami will be sperating under the cover name of 
Zenith Technical Enterprise. . 


For your information, CIA has advised that its 
Miami‘ operations which were directed against the Cuban 
Government are being completely revamped. Consideration 
is being given to the use of the referenced cover but no 
final decision has been made. The entire matter is under 
study. 


This matter is being closely followed with CIA 
and all interested offices will be furnished with detaiis 
as soon as they are received from CIA. Yow should continue 
to keep the Bureau advised of any developments coming to 
your attention.
